REPUBLICANS OPPOSE 
MANDATORY RESOLUTION 


But the Democrats Claim That 
the Senate Is Entitled to Every 
Document in Possession 
of the Chief Ex- 
ecutive.

Washington, 
Senator Bacon was one of the principal 
participants in a highly interesting de- 
bate which consumed practically all of 
today’s session of the senate. The ques- 
tion involved, though the republicans de- 
baters did their best to gloss it over and 
conceal it, was the fundamental question 
whether the president has the right to 
keep from the congress, or either branch 
of it, information or official papers which 
it seeks, 

The debate was precipitated by th 
consideration of the resolutions intro- 
duced by Senator Culberson, calling upon 
the president for certain additional in- 
formation relative to the Panama situa- 
tion. The republicans sought to have a 
qualifying phrase inserted in the resolu- 
tion, but Senator Culberson, Senator Gor- 
man, Senator Bacon and other demo- 
crats strongly argued for the right of 
the senate ‘to have any information 
bearing upon treaties, as well as any oth- 
er information it desired. 

Incidental to this discussion, it was dis- 
covered that as the result of the agita- 
tion on the part of the democrats, nego- 
tiationg are now pending between Colom- 
bia and Panama, under this government's 
direction, looking to a complete settle- 
ment of ail differences on a financial 
basis. 

Debate on Culberson Resolution. 

When Mr. Morgan’s resolution, calling 
for Minister Buchanan's letter concerning 
amendments to the canal treaty, was laid 
before the senate Mr. Morgan withdrew 
it, saying he had been informed that it 
was the intention of the president to send 
the document to the senate in executive 
session.

| Chumbi, British India, January 28.— 
Colonel Younghusband, commanding the 
British expedition to Thibet, has re- 
ceived a personal visit from the 
Depon-Lama, one of the five 
great lamas of Thibet, who de- 
livered an ultimatum warning him to re- 
turn to Gnatong and promising that there 
would be serious trouble if he did not 
do so. 

Large reinforcements of infantry and 
cavalry have already reached the Thib- 
etan camp, and more are coming from 
Lhasa and Shigatso, the western capital. 
It is expected that an attack will be 
made on the British camp at Tuna when 
the Thibetans are sufficiently reinforced. 

In the meantime the British are push- 
ing the work of roadmaking through a 
gorge north of Lingmathang, which Is 
said to be more difficult to traverse and 
higher than the Kyber pass. The mili- 
tary telegraph is keeping pace with the 
roadmakers. 

All this work is being done In the face 
of arctic weather. The British &xpedition 
is still waiting a proper representative 
from the Dalia-Lama at Lhasa. A flying 
column under command of Colonel Me- 
Donald is ready to push forward at any 
moment should necessity arise.

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CUBANS FIGHT 
QVER- POLITICS 


Over Dozen Men Wounded in 
Riot at Cienfuegos 


Trouble Began in a Cafe Which Was 
Soon Transformed Into a Battle 
Field — Political Feeling 
Is Still Running 
High. 


Cienfuegos, Province of Santa Clara, 
Cuba, January 28.—A riot in which foul 
men were seriously injured and a dozen 
others slightly hurt,’ took place here last 
night-as a result of bad feeling engender- 
ed by the election campaign, The trouble 
began in the Central cafe, when Fran- 
cisco Canellos and Victor Segeran, repub- 
licans, who were entertaining some Cc- 
lombian friends, were attacked by sev- 
eral liberal nationalists. 

The cafe was transformed into a battle 
fleld and a large and excited crowd 
surged back and forth In the street. Tne 
principal fight occurred in front of tne 
city hall. Many revolver shots were 
fired, but nobod& was shot, the injures 
all resulting from stick and fist encoun. 
ters. The people of the city were alarm- 
ed and barred their doors and windows 
and closed all the stores. 

The situation is calmer today, but po- 
litical feeling runs high. 

Worse Than Reported. 

Havana, January 28.—The official ac- 
counts of the rioting at Cienfuegos given 
out at the palace here minimize the oc- 
currence. The mayor of Cienfuegos said 
that the trouble was promoted by de- 
tectives, dressed in citizens’ clothes, and 
a telegram has been received from the 
governor of the province saying that Col- 
onel Campillo, of Santa Clara, was stab- 
bed three times. The reports issued by 
the government are meager, but they re- 
late that some men, who styled them- 
selves police agents, ejected several 
liberals who were copying the lists of 
voters from the city hall. These liberals 
are reported to have torn down and de- 
stroyed other voting lists. The official re- 
ports say also that one of the liberal 
leaders was so badly clubbed at the rail- 


road station that he had to be taken to 
the hospital. 


PRICELESS BOOKS ARE BURNED. 


Result of the Fire in Famous Library 
at Turin. 


Rome, January 28.—An official report 
has been made on the losses resulting 
from“the fire which occurred at the Unl- 
versity library, Turin, the most famous 
in Italy, January 26, according to which 
about 3,700 manuscripts, fneluding al- 
most all of those of oriental origin, were 
destroyed. The fire practically lasted 
twenty-four hours, and it seems certain 
that 3,000 volumes of Greek, Latin and 
other codices were consumed, as well as 
the precious Venetian collections of books 
from the library of Cardinal Della 
Revere. The codices from the celebrated 
Bobbio abbey appear to have been saved, 
as was the Incunabula collection,

FLOQUTED 


Alleged in London That Rus- 
sia, in Her Reply, Refuses 
All Japan's Demands 


NO GUARANTEE GIVEA 
OF INTEGRITY OF CHINA 


When the Note Is Presented Japan

JAPAN TO DECLARE WAR 
UNLESS RUSSIA YIELDS 

Tokio, January 28.—It is anticipated 
that the answer of Russia to Japan's 
latest note will reach Tokio not later 
than next Monday. Besides the intima- 
tion conveyed to Baron De Rosen, the 
Russian minister at this capital, that an 
early reply was desired, Minister Kurino, 
at St. Petersburg, called on Foreign Min- 
ister Lamsdorff, and politely requested a 
response. Count Lamsdorff promised that 
the reply of his government would be 
delivered within a few days. It is said 
that the Russian tmperial council will 
discuss the questions involved before the 
ezar tOday, and if an immediate decision 
is reached the note may arrive in Toklo 
on Saturday. 

Russia's response is eagerly awaited. 
If it should prove unsatisfactory to Japan 
an immediate declaration of war seems 
unavoidable. The Japanese feel that the 
entire responsibility for the outcome 
rests with Russia, Some doubt is ex- 
pressed that Russia properly appreciates 
the determination and temper of the Jap- 
;anese people, and it seems incredible 
that Baron De Rosen has failed to cor- 
rectly inform the government at St. Pe- 
tersburg of the situation. 

Japan is busy perfecting a financia) 
programme. The announced plan to 1Is- 
Sue bonds and increase taxation meets 
with popular approval, but some ob- 
jections have been made to the proposed 
method of procedure, as well as to the 


redemption plan. It is said that the final 
details will be settled soon. 

Premier Katsura and the other members 
of the Japanese cabinet entertained at 
dinner tonight a number of prominent 
bankers of the empire who have gathered 
at the capital to disouss the financial 
Situation and assist in the perfecting of 
the government’s programme.  T'omor- 
row the premier and cabinet will give 
a dinner to a group of millionaire finan- 
ciers and President Matsuwo, of the Bank 
of Japan, will give a banquet to the visit- 
ing bankers, at which Matsugata and 
Inonye, former ministers of finance, will 
deliver addressee 

The Marquis Ito, Matsugata and Gen- 
eral] Yamagata, members of the imperial 
household finance council, had an au- 
dience with the emperor today, at which 
it was decided that the !mpertal house- 
hold should subscribe to the government's 
bonds should they be issued. It was un- 
decided, however, what amount should be 
taken. This will make the emperor a 
personal subscriber to the proposed bonds. 
The government is receiving many of- 
fers for the bonds, and it is said the is- 
sue will be oversubscribed several times. 


HOPE FOR PEACE DEPENDS 
ON INFLUENCE OF CZAR 
Paris, January 28.—United States Am- 
bassador Porter had another lengthy talk 
with Foreign Minister Delcasse today, 
going over the latest phases of the Rus- 
so-Japanese situation. M. Nelidoff, the 
Russian ambassador, and Prince Von 
Radolin, the ambassador of Germany, 
called at about the same time. The for- 
mer firmly believes the czar’s influence 
will lead to a pacific agreement, but

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Reference to Them Has Puzzled Many Newspaper 
Readers---Limited to No Number, None Are 
Added to the Genro. 
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 TAPAN’S “ELDER STATESMEN,” 
THE MIKADO’S COUNSELORS 
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MARQUIS YAMAGATA. 
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COUNT MATSUGATA. 
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OR some days past now the spe- 
cia] cablegrams from Japan have 
contained many references to a 


more or less mysterious body of individ- 
uals styled the Elder Statesmen. 

In British administration is found the 
nearest parallel to the Genro, or Elder 
Statesmen. The body was founded about 
seven years ago. It consisted of those 
men who had served their country well 
before the present administration came 
into force—in fact, when Japan was un- 
der a kind of feudal system. 

Those who had become famous in war 
or finance or other political departments 
were formed into a council under the 
new constitution. This council is con- 
voked by the mikado at any critical time 
and the members forming !t give him 
advice as to what course or policy he 
should adopt. Their decision, however, 
has no weight over the constitution; 
they give their advice, but it is not nec- 
essarily followed. They resemble the Eng- 
lish cabinet council shorn of its author!i- 
ty. 
eo) statesman once a member of the 
Genro is always a member, irrespective 
of whether he is in or out of office. No 
additions are made to the body, and in 
time it will be extinct. At the present 
time the Genro consists of four or five 
members. among them being Marquis 
Ito, Marquis Yamagata, Count Inouye 
and Count Matsugata. These are all that 
is left of what was once a numerous 
body. Marquis Ito, who is about sixty- 
three years of age, may be regarded as 


| 


the man who has made Japan a modern 
nation. He has for a long time enjoyed 
the confidence of the emperor. He has 
been decorated by the king, and although 
ex-premier of Japan, is perhaps the 
greatest statesman in the Far East. 

The Marquis Yamagata may be de- 
acribed as the “Bobs’ of Japan, He is 
at present field marshal of the army and 
the greatest military authority in his 
land. He was of that band of patriots 
who assisted the emperor to the restored 
throne, and naturally he enjoys his mas- 
ter’s confidence. He is getting on for 
sixty-six years of age, but is still unim- 
paired mentally and physically. 


Count Inouye shares with Marquis Ito 
the title of reformer of Japan, He, with 
his distinguished compatriot, left the 
East when quite a youth to come to the 
West, and when they went back they 
took. Western ideas with them. At that 
time the Japanese did not wish to be re- 
formed and modernized, and his life was 
often in danger from fanatics. He was 
the Japanese amWassador at the court 
of Berlin some years back. 

Count Matsugata has twice been pre- 
mier of Japan, and served for fburteen 
years as finance minister. He Is one of 
the greatest financiers Japan ever pro- 
duced, and his country owes it to him 
that she recovered so rapidly after the 
Satsuma rebellion of 1877. He is getting 
on for stxty-elght years of age, but Is 
so strong and healthy that his country 


counts upon many more years of valua- 
ble service from him. 


CRAY 1S BOOMED 
FOR PRESIDENT 


Delaware Will Present Judge 
to Democratic Convention, 


Democratic Leaders in Deleware Will 
Also Work for the Disfranchise- 
ment of the Negroes in 
Their State Because 
of Corruption. 


Wilmington, Del., January 28.—Negro 
disfranchisement was suggested as one of 
the slogans for the next democratic cam- 
paign, and Judge George Gray was laud- 
ed as a candidate for the presidential 
nomination tonight at the eighth anni- 
versary dinner of the Democratic League 
of Delaware, the pioneer Bryan organiza- 
tion of the state. 

Among the speakers were Willard 
Saulsbury. democratic stase chairman: 
Josiah Marvel and John G. Gray. prom- 
inent democrats of the state. 

Mr. Marvel declared that the only rem- 
edy for the bartering in votes was to 
disfranchise a greater part of the venal 
colored voters, who had the balance of 
power between the two great political 
parties. All other methods of preventing 
the traffic in votes has failed, he as- 
serted, and it had been proved that it 
was a mistake to give the negro the right 
of franchise without conditions. 

He concluded his address by suggesting 
Judge George Gray as the party’s can- 
didate for president, and lauded the judge 
as the friend of labor, an able lawyer, 
statesman and citizen. 


Cuban Loan of $35,000,000.

Six Men Took Part in the

The statement is that Julius Fisher, 
Marion Fisher, York Fisher, Bill Deal, 
Eddie Hunt and Joe Towerly, became 
involved in a quarrel when Julius Fisher 
killed his uncle, Marion Fisher. York 
Fisher killed Bill Deal and Eddie Hunt 
killed Joe Towerly. ‘The other three are 
reported to be seriously injured. 

All the Fishers who were engaged in the 
fight were related. and all were cousins 
of Conductor Fisher, of the Ashevile rail- 
way system. 

Conductor Fisher says he does not 
think the details are exactly correct, but 
that there was trouble and some loss of 
life. 


JUDGE SLIPPED ON THE SNOW. 


Accident to Justice White, of United

favor of the adoption of the resolution 
as it stood. 

Mr! Cullom assured Mr. Culberson that 
whether his amendment was accepted or 
not, “‘the segate will get all the informa- 
tion there is in the department pertinent 
to the general question.”’ 

Mr. Clay asked whether the senate as 
a part of the treaty-making power has 
a right to all the information bearing 
upon a treaty which the executive him- 
self has. 

Mr. Cullom replied that it was his 
opinion that the president has a right to 
refuse to comply with the resolution. He 
had no doubt, however, that the presi- 
dent would send every scrap of the in- 
formation. 

“Suppose he does not?’’-askéd Mr. Till- 
man. 

‘““Then,”’ replied Mr. Culloin, ‘‘we will 
deal with that situation when it comes.’” 


Cleveland Won His Point. 

Mr. Hale referred to the controversy 
which occurred during Mr. Cleveland's 
administration over the point as to 
whether papers bearing on presidential 
nominations should be sent to the senate. 
The president had refused to comply with 
the wishes of the senate, and ultimately 
had won his point. 

Mr. Tillman contended that there is a 
difference between nominations and 
treaties; but Mr. Cullom contended that 
the president, as the head of one branch 
of the government, has rights which per- 
tain to his office exciusively. He feared, 
he gaid, that the resolution was for ‘‘mere 
effect.”’ 

Mr. Gorman replied, saying that ‘there 
ig not now, and there is not likely to be, 
a resolution preesnted on this side of the 
chamber which is not couched in the 
most respectful language. We have too 
high a respect for that high office to 
pursue any other course.”” He stated 
that the discretionary clause had been 
purposely omitted from this resolution, 
but said that the omission was no indi- 
cation of a desire to reflect on the presi- 
dent. 

Mr: Aldrich suggested that the resolu- 
tion should be so amended as not to in- 
clude papers covering present negotia- 
tions which may now be on for the satis- 
faction of Colombia, and Mr. Gorman re- 
plied that he had not before heard that 
there were such negotiations in progress. 
He was delighted to hear that such was 
the case and he hoped for the honer of 
the country that the negotiations would 
be pressed to a successful culmination. 

Mr. Gorman said that Mr. Cullom 
ghould not be so sensitive about the pres- 


ident. That official could take care of 
himself and no senator shoulg refuse to 
give his assent to a request for the full- 
est possible information on a question so 
important. “There is no insinvation in 
the resolution,” he said, ‘‘and why hesi- 
tate about its passage?’ 


Spooner Replies to Gorman. 

Mr. Spooner replied to Mr. Gorman. 
The resolution, he said, was understood 
to be the fruit of the ‘‘collective civiliza- 
tion of the democratic side of the sen- 
ate.” He did not adopt the suggestion 
of Mr. Cullom that there was an ulterior 
motive in its introduction, for he knew 
“how absolutely guileless the senator 
from Maryland and the senator from 
Texas are in matters political.’’‘ Yet he 
could not restrain the thought that pos- 
sibly there as a purpose of using the 
matter on the stump. He wanted it un- 
derstood, he said, that democratic sena- 
tors have no monopoly of regard for the 
national honor. 

Mr. Bacon took issue with the conten- 
tion of republican senators that the sen- 
ate could not demand information at the 
hands of the executive department. He 
quoted liberally from expressions made 
by republican senators during the Cleve- 
land administration to support fs con- 
tention. One of the speakers on that oo- 
casion was Mr. Spooner, from whom Mr. 
Bacon made liberal quotations. On that 
occasion the Wisconsin took the position 
that congress is entitled to all papers 
bearing upon nominations. 

Mr. Tillman interrupted to ‘“‘illustrate 
the situation’’ for the purpose of excul- 
pating the senator from Wisconsin from 
the charge of being on both sides of the 
question. It is now, as it always had 
been, he said, “if a democratic president 
gets up a tree the republican dogs bark 
at him; if a republican president gets up 
a tree the democratic dogs bark at him. 
It is a republican president we are after 
now, but is it not unreasonable to expect 
the republican senators to join us?’ 

Bacon and Roosevelt. 

Mr. Bacon referred ‘to the letter of 
President Roosevelt declining to send in- 
formation in the case of Collector Cruzen, 
of Porto Rico, and in response to Mr. 
Kean said that the president should eith- 
er send information or make explanation 
as to why he did not send it. 

“It matters not whether the reason be 
good or bad,”’ said the Georgia senator, 
‘the president should not be permitted 
to withhold information purely on his 
own judgment or volition, for if he is to 
exercise discretion in one case he can 
exercise it in all cases. In reply to Mr. 
Mitchell, Mr. Bgcon admitted that there 
is no remedy in case the president re- 
fuses to give the tnformation requested. 

Mr. Spooner said the speech quoted by 
Mr. Bacon had been made when he first 
entered the senate, but he had been able 
to discover but one inconsistency between 
that position then and pow. He had not 
contended then and certainly did not con- 
tend now tha¢ the president must send 
to the senate all papers on first demand. 

The senate agreed unanimously to Yote 
on the resolution before adjournmen¢ to- 
morrow, and adjourned.

BIENNIAL BILL 
PASSED BY BOTH 


Houses of South Carolina 
Legislature Favor Less 
Frequent Meetings. 


Columbia, S. C., January 28.—(Spe- 

clal.)—A resolution has passed both 
branches of the genera] assembly pro- 
viding for: biennial sessions of the legis- 
lature. This is the first step in the pro- 
cess necessary to the radical change 
from annual sessions. 
* Having passed the two houses by @ 
two-thirds majority, as required by the 
constitution of The state, the proposition 
goes before the péople as a whole in 
the general election in November next. 

If it carries in that election the auc- 
ceeding general assembly will go through 
the form of ratifying it and it will be- 
come an amendment to We state con- 
stitution of 1895. 

It is thought that the proposition will 
carry in the general election, and the 
change will be a welcomed one. If it 
does become a constitutional provision it 
will be the firet time in the history of 
South Carolina that the state legislature 
has not met ence a year.

MANGLED MEN . 
LAID IN GRAVES 


Many Pathetic Scenes At- 
tended the Burial of Mine 
- Victims. 


Pitteburg., Pa., January 28.—Buriai 
processions and rescue parties in charge 
of newly-recovered bodies passed each 
other today on the road that leads from 
‘she Hardwick mine to the morgue and 
many were the pathetic scenes. 

Of the 103 bodies recovered and taken 
to the school house, morgue, thirty- 
mine have been Wentified and eighteen 
have been buried. 

The first funerals of the victims were 
held this afternoon. The Rev. E. O. Gra- 
ham, of the Lutheran church, and the 
Rev! Vincent Manelli, of the Italian 
Catholic church of New Kensington, weré 
in charge. Out in the open air in front 
of the blacksmith shop where the bodies 
of the men have been placed gathered 
the friends and relatives of those that 
have been identified. 

The caskets were placed in a group 
along one side of the building with the 
ministers who were to perform the last 
rites standing by them, The bodies of 


those miners who belonged to the Catho- 


lic church were placed in a group by 
themselves and over them the priest 
stood until all were ready to be moved 
to tie cemetery. 

It was a short and simple s@vice, only 
a few words and a prayer and then the 
journey to the cemetery began. There a 
short service was held, the caskets were 
lowered Into the grave and for tae 
friends and surviving relatives the last 
®ncident of the great disaster was over, 

The foreign. miners at Chelswick almost 
to a man refuse to enter the mine to 
aid in the work of resctw, elthough the 
volunteers are doing such good work 
that they are bringing out bodies faster 
than the undertakers can handle them 
and the remains of the victims are being 
arranged in tiers outside the school 
house. The work of recovering the bodies 
will be kept up continuously until all are 
found. 

The relief fund now exceeds $10,000 and 
contributions continue to come in 
liberally.

Washington, January 28.—In response 
to Senator Tillman’s resolution adopted 
by the senate calling for the record of 
William D. Crum’s appointment and his 
service as collector of the port of 
Charleston, 8.

Crum qualified by ex- 
ecution of dond for $50,000 and took 
oath of office March 30, 1903. Crum was 
again appointed December 7, 1903, and 
has given bond the sum of $50,000 
and took the oath of office on January 
9 1904. There has been no third ap- 
pointment and no fourth appointment. 
The same information fs contained in a 
letter to Hon. B. R. Tillman, under date 
of January 8, 1904, and which appears 
fn the Congressional Record of January 
27, 1904.

GIGANTIC FLORAL CLOCK 
MARVEL OF FLORICULTURE 


By the Countess De Montaigu. 


BVER before at any previous ex: | 
position have the wonders of the 
floral kingdom been so fully ex- 
ploited as in this, the great Louisiana 


Purchase exposition of 1904. 

Perhaps the most exclusive novelty on 
the grounds, in the way of a floricultural 
exhibit, is the ‘floral clock,” a very 
marvel of mechanical and botanica! skill, 
for experts in both lineg collaborated in 
ita creation. 

BDven in medieval ages those curious in 
plant lore have on a Mmited scale put 
together primitive timepieces intended to 
élucidate the waking and sieeping habits 
of flowers, many of which with infallible 
accuracy mark the passage of the hours. 

The floral clock antedated the hour- 
glass, the clepsydra or water-clock and 
the sun-dial. The early inhabitants of 
our planet were learned in the language 
of flowers, and when some sighing Cory- 
don desired to know the hour he had ap- 
pointed a meeting with some Phyliis of 
the fields, he was wont to consult some 
floral timepiece which flaunted its 
charms in the cottage garden or the 
hedgerow. 

This horological curiosity will present 
a novel feature in the history of flori- 
culture, and has been the poetic inspira- 
tion of those who projected and material- 
ized the exhibit. 

The mechanism of thig gigantic floral 
clock is invisible, ag it is buried in blos- 
soms and foliage, the enormous rainbow- 
tinted dial-plate being composed of 
myriads of flowers, to which have been 
assigned the place of honor, not for their 
delicious fragrance and exquisite tinting, 
but rather because of their remarkable 
time-telling instincts. 

The disk of this stupendous flowerpjece 
is 112 feet in diameter, the face rising 
6 incheg above the level of the ground. 
The minute hands are 650 feet long and 
move 5 feet each minute. The numefals 
are 15 feet high and are comosed of 
brilliantly dyed coleus, a foliage plant 
which with proper pruning can always be 
kept at the same height. Inclosing the 
numbers are twelve distinct varieties of 
foliage plants divided into gections, each 
20 feet long by !2 in width. By their 
periodical closing and wunclosing these 
fairy messengers of the floral world mark 
the passing of the rosy hours with infal- 
lible fidelity, rivaling in precision the 
mechanica] devices perfected by man. 

These lovely odorous timekeépers seem 
to be endowed with almost human intel- 
ligence, fulfilling their peaceful mission 
as if by some occult fntuition. As the 
hands approach the numeral designating 
the hour, the delicate buds and blossoms 
appear to be imbued with life, agitating 
their fragile petals, which slowly unfold, 
revealing the hidden charms of pature’s 
handicraft. These conquettes of the veg- 
etable realm lift up their delicate faces 
to receive the ardent kisses of the sun 
and breeze, flinging their enchanting 
fragrance upon the air. These lovely 
blossoms are born and die within the 
space of twenty-four hours, being reincar- 
mated in a number of fresh and beau- 
tiful forms. During their ephemeral ex- 
istence these perishable favorites of the 
garden and the field teach an object les- 
son in the mystery of creation. 

These curious hour plants are not the 
most beautiful in the domain of nature, 
and include such homely flowers as the 
morning glory, which opens its sleepy 
eyes at the break of day, and the four 


o'clock, a more luxurious sister, which 


A 


does not unclose its delicate lids until a 
more fashionable hour. 

The circle surrounding the numerals is 
over 300 feet in circumference; each, sec- 
tion occupied by the hour flowers ng 
20 feet in length by 18 feet deep, every 
es retaining ite distinct individual- 
ty. 

The hands Of the clock are made of 
strong framework of steel and are 
shrouded in creeping plants, such as 
myrtie, ivy, etc., which are contained in 
troughs of wood filled with bam. The 
center of the face, the space inside the 
numerals, is thickly planted with alter- 
nanthere, a foliage plant, commonly 
known @@ ‘Joseph's Coat,’ becauge of its 
varied coloring. Thie is densely magaed, 
but will never be permitted to grow suf- 
ficiently high to interfere with ‘the move- 
ment of the hands, which pursue their 
ceaseless evolutions with mechanical pre- 
cision. This glowing bed is ih turn gir- 
dled by a narrow band of centaures, or 
‘Dusty Miller,” so-called because of the 
silvery whiteness of its leaves. This is 
allowed to grow slightly higher than the 
inner bed wf alternantheres From a dis- 
tance, this outer Mm l0oks like a band 
of silvers«brocaded ribbon, its neutral tints 
artistically framing the circle of vivid- 
hued plants and lending itseif admirably 
to the general scheme of color. 

Forming the outer setting for this éx- 
quisite floral arrangement is a ram of ver- 
dure ag soft as emerald velvet and 6 
feet in width. The foot of the visitor 
may not profane this refreshing band of 
herbage. For this use is reserved a spa- 
clous grantoid promenade which runs en- 
tirely around the alluring sward, and 
from which a secure vantage ground may 
be obtained from which to view at leisure 
the grandiose proportions, delicious color- 
ing and enticing fragrance of the magnifi- 
cent floral time piece. 

While this floral wonder is of necessity 
placed upon the ground, the massive ma- 
chinery which drives the 50-foot shaft 
is 50 feet distant. The machinery is con- 
cealed in a picturesque tower, and is 
regulated with such nicety, that it re- 
cords the passing of every second of the 
day with as much precision as a marine 
chronometer. The exterior of the tower 
is covered with stax. ine top of the 
structure is dominated by a gicantic hour 
glass fashioned from the most trans- 
parent crystal. An ingenious automatic 
arrangement causes the sand to be re- 
versed every hour. Crowning this ancient 
time-telling device is a bell weighing 
5,000 pounds, whose musical tintinnabula- 
tion penetrates to the remotest boun- 
daries of the grounds. With the first 
sound of the bell the artistically decorat- 
ed doors of the fairy tower swing open 
and the ponderous mechanism ‘which 
makes the wheel go round’’ is revealed to 
the public. But only for the space of 
one brief minute may the eye inquire 
into the mystery of this wonderful clock. 
The door then closes automatically and 
the vine-wreathed hands pursue their 
ceaseless march along the fragrant path- 
way of the dial until another hour again 
discloses the ingenious mechanism. 

Nor will the beauties of this mam- 
moth floral clock be eclipsed by the 
darkness of the night, for its mar- 
vels may be viewed quite as welf 
as by the garish light of day. Con- 
cealed among the dense rainbow tinted 
flowers and leaves are a thousand incan- 
descent lamps, whose scintillant splendor 
will turn night into day and illuminate 
the face of the fairy clock with a pure 
white radiance, so that the minutest 
details of color, form and construction 
may be revealed.

BARD RESTORES 
CUT IM SALARY 


Principals and High Schoo 
Teachers Given Old Pay, 


Board of Education Decides That 
Hereafter Washington and Lee’s 
Birthday Will Not Be Hol- 
idays—Exercises Will 
Be Held in Schools. 


The 7% per cent cut in salaries of 
the principals of the different grammar 
schools of the city and the High school 
teacherg was restored at a meeting of the 
board of education held yesterday after- 
noon at the Boys’ High school. 

This annowncement will be pleasant 
news to many teachers of this city who 
have been suffering the cut for several 
years. The cut was made during Mayor 
Collier’s term of office. At that time 
the salaries of the policemen, firemen and 
teachers were decreased. 

Gradually all the salaries were restored 
and last year council restored the cut to 
all the teachers in the grammar schools 
under the principals. The salaries of the 
policemen and the firemen had already 
been *restored some time before. 

Several efforts have been made by the 
pripcipals since that time to have their 
salaries restored as they were before the 
cut. A petition wag recently presented 
by them asking for the restoration. In 
this petition it was stated that the prin- 
cipals had all the cares of the schools 
on their hands, were responsible for the 
welfare of the schools, were obliged to 
keep themselves equal to the times from 
an educational standpoint, and deserved 
the restoration. 

The restoration of the cut means an 
increase Of $4,237 in the payroll, It will 
go into effect this month. It affects the 
principles of the schools, teachers in the 
Boys’ High school, the Girls’ High school, 
the superintendent, the assistant super- 
intendent, and the heads of departments. 

To Have Few Holidays. 

Hereafter holidays in the public schools 
of this city will be few and far between. 
On the recommendation of Superintendent 
Slaton and Assistant Superintendent 
Landrum the board of edueation decided 
that hereafter Lee’s birthday and Wash- 
ington’s birthday, and Georgia day would 
not be holidays. In the place of holidays 
the children will be required to spend 
half of the session in regular school 
work, and after the completion of this 
work some exercises appropriate to the 
day will be rendered py the children. 


Lady Visitors Report. 

The board of lady visitors made a re- 
port to the board yesterday afternoon, 
In this report the idea advanced by Su- 
perintendent Slaton and Assistant Super- 
intendent Landrum and adopted by the 
board that the birthdays of Lee and 
Washington should be observed by ex- 
ercises appropriate to the day was also 
brought out. The rest of the report con- 
cerns itself with the amount of home 
work which a teacher should give the 
children to do at home. The ladies are 
of the opinion that the children are in 
many instances required to do too much 
home work.

THOUSANDS BY CONSPIRACY 


New York, January 28—After having | 
been closed severa] days a number of 
pool rooms here controlled by a book- 
maker who Is credited with having won 
nearly $1,000,000 on the race tracks last 
season, have reopened. When the places 
were closed it was sald to be due to the 
raise in prices by the telegraph company 
for racing results, but the real reason 
ig said to be because the proprietor dis- 
covered a conspiracy among employees 
whereby more than $250,000 had been 
paid out in five months. A new staff of 
men run the rooms. 

It is understood that all wagers made 
were tronestly retorded on each sheet by 
the conspirators, but on one sheet would 
be recorded wagers that were not made. 
If the result of the races showed the 
fraudulent wagers to be successful the 
sheet on which they were recorded was 
turned into the centra} office of the syn- 
dicate. If the result of the race showed 
the fraudulent wagers to be losses the 


honest sheet wag turned in. Thus the dis-

honest employees stood no chance of 
losing and almost every day they were 
able to take thousands of dollars from 
their employer. In other cases the results 
of races were held back by operators un- 
til wagers on the winner could be re- 
corded. 

The result was that while the syndl- 
cate was doing a great business taking 
bets from other rooms the proprietors of 
which did not care to risk large amounts, 
and announcing its willingness to accept 
wagers of any size, the bank account 
showed steady depletion. When the head 
of the syndicate determined to find out 
who was getting al] his money he went 
from one room to another devoting a 
day to each, but the sheets in the one 
visited invariably showed profits while 
others turned in balances on the wrong 
side. This convinced him that a ton- 
spiracy Was in full operation and the de- 
tectivegs were put to work. The result

Progress, Chief Port of Yuca- 
+ fan, Devastated by Fire 
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(gmntire Business District of the City 
Has Been Laid in Ashes—All 
of the City Buildings Were 
Destroyed. 


Progresso, Yucatan, January 28.—A dis- 

astrous fire broke out in the business por- 
tion of this city on Tuesday night last 
@nd before the flames could be placed 
under control Gamage to the amount of 
* $2,000,000 had heen wrought. 
The business district, in which the fire 
first broke out, is located about a half 
mile from the wharves and fronts on 
the Alameda, the most beautiful plaza 
in the city. 

The origin of the fire is unknown, as it 
had gained considerable headway be- 
fore the fire department, which at best 
4s inadequate to cope with a large fire, 
had reached the scene. 

The square, which was entirely wiped 
out, consisted for the most part of one 
etory buildings, which were occupied by 
business houses. The market house, a 
large simgie-story building, which fur- 
nishes the only means of obtaining food 
supplies to the citizens, was completely 
destroyed. In the same block was sit- 
vated a large two-story building, which 
was used ag the general offices of the 
Consolidated Railway of Yucatan, and 
also the muNicipal palace, a two-story 
white stone building. The two latter 
buildings were gutted’ The aggregate 
loss will amount to about $2,000,000, di- 
vided as follows: 

Loss on municipal palace and contents, 
$450,000; market house and _ contents, 
$250,000; Consolidated Railway of Yuca- 
tan building and contents, $300,000; loss 
on other business property, which was 
occupied by general hardware, clothing, 
@rug and store houses, $1,000,000. No 
reliable estimate of the insurance can be 
obtained, but it is conservatively esti- 
mated that the loss is about half covered 
by insurance, mostly held with Euro- 
pean companies, 

This is by far the most disastrous con- 
flagration that has visited Mexico in the 
past six months, although the present 
fire will not entail any hardship on the 
poorer classes, such as did the recent 
fire in the port of Vera Cruz, when fire 
swept the district where lived the poorer 
classes, rendering homeless some 1,500 
people. 


CHILD NEARLY SUFFOCATED. 


Young Daughter of J. M. Wilcox, of 
Albany, Grazes Death. 

Albany, Ga., January 28.—(Special.)— 
Maxine, the little daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. J. W. Wilcox, narrowly escaped 
death by suffocation last night a little 
before 10 o'clock. 

The little gir) was asleep in her pa- 
rents’ room, having been left alone. A 
burning ember fell from the fire and ig- 
nited the mantel and a pile of kindling 
which lay on the hearth. The flames 
finally reached the bed on which the little 
girl was sleeping, and when she waked 
she was nearly suffocated. 

In the dense smoke which filled the 
room she was unable to reach the door. 
Her cries were finally heard and her fa- 
ther reached her in time to rescue her. 
Had she remained in the room a few min- 
utes longer she would unquestionably 
have been suffocated or burned to death. 

The fire was extinguished by the de- 
partment, the damage being inconsider- 
able.

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CIGAR IN MOUTH, 
WRIGHT PASSED 


Attempted To Smoke Atsr 
Swallowing the Poison, 


.As He Was Lighting the Cigar, Pro- 
moter Fell and Died—Suicide 
the Verdict of Coroner’s 
Jury—Loaded Revolver 
Found on Person. 


London, January 28.—‘‘Sulcide’’ was the 
verdict passed by the coroner’s jury to- 
day in the closing chapter of the trag- 
edy of Whitaker Wright. His death 
was caused by suffocation in conse- 
quence of poisOning by cyanide of potas- 
sium. 

The jury found that Wright was per- 
fectly sane and that there was not the 
slightest doubt that his death was due 
to most deliberate suicide. In the evidence 
at the inquest it was shown that Wright 
had determined to take his awn life in 
the event of an adverse verdict and that 
she went to court with a cyanide tabloid 
in his possession, while in his hip pocket 
Was a new revolver fully loaded, even 
cocked. 

After the sentence Wright went into 
the lavatory and swallowed the tabloid, 
returning to the consulting room, washed 
ed down the poison with whisky and 
water and died. One of the last things 
Wright said was: 

“This is British justice."’ 

The room at the Windsor where the 
coroner’s inquest was held was so crowd- 
ed that Whitaker Wright, Jr., son of the 
dead man, had to stand up throughout 
the proceedings. He and other witnesses 
in the main corridor bore out the facts 
already cabled. Neither the son nor the 
deceased’s closest friends, so they testified 
today, ever heard Wright even ‘ntimate 
that he contemplated suicide. 

Expected Acquittal. 

His solicitor, George Lewis, Jr., said 
the deceased all along believed he would 
be acquitted, or that at the worst, he 
only contemplated a disagreement of the 
jury. Even after his sentence Wright 
showed only indignation. In talking with 
Mr. Lewis, Mr. Eyre, one of his sure- 
ties, and Mr. Waters, the accountant 
of the London and Globe Corporation, 
Wright said: 

‘“T really think I am the most composed 
of you all.” 

As regards an appeal, Wright said he 
woulg do exactly as he was advised. 
Asked if some one had not better tele- 
phone the verdict to Mrs. Wright, Wright 
said: 

‘‘No; there is plenty of time for that.” 

Taking out his watch and chain, Wright 
handed them to Mr. Eyre, saying: 

‘“T shall not have any use for this in 
that place,’’ meaning the prison. ‘Il give 
it to you, Byre; keep it for mg” 

This was all that occurred. After 
Wright had taken the poison, holding a 
giass in hand and still sipping its con- 
tents, he said: 

“Waters, give me another cigar.” 

Cigar in Mouth, He Died. 

Mr. Waters took up Wright's cigar 
case, which was lying on a table, and 
Wright deliberately cut the end of a 
cigar and struck a match, Just as he 
was going to light the cigar Wright 
flung the match from him, sank back 
unconscious and died without uttering an- 
other word. The doctor who was called 
in to attend Wright said he had not de- 
tected any smell or sign indicating poi- 
son, but the officia] analysist, Mr. Fry- 
berger, who conducted the post-mortem 
examination, testified that from every 
organ of the body exuded the peculiarly 
penetrating smell of prussic acid, and 
there was not the slightest doubt that 
Wright's death was due to that poison 
in its cyanide of potassium form. The 
deceased had not suffered from any other 
disease, there were no lesions of the 
brain and the heart wag healthy though 
twice the normal size. . 

It transpired at the inquest that Wright 
was only searched after his death. .\ 
tabloid found in his pocket did not ap- 
pear to be polsonous. The revolver was 
discovered by the police after the law 
court officials had previously Searched 
Wright. The coroner commented on this 
and indicated that action would”probably 
be taken by higher authorities.

GRAFT SEEMS 
TO BE COMMON 


Delegate in House from Ok- 
lahoma Is Now Under 
Charges. 


Washington, January 28.—Charges 
have been filed at the interfor department 
against Bird S. McGuire, the delegate 
in the house from Oklahoma, charging 
that in violation of the law he has been 
prosecuting claims in behalf of Indians 
and accepting fees therefor while serv- 
ing as senate delegate in congress.

Mr. McGuilre 
added that he could not conceive why 
charges of the nature named should be 
filed with the interior department, which 
has no jurisdfetion over him. The proper 
body to have cognizance of them, he 
said. is the local grand jury of the ter- 
ritory.

‘After fighting for it for several 
PFears, the state adopted, at the last 
session of the legislature, a uniform 
text-book measure, and noone contrib- 
uted more to that end than did Com- 
missioner Merritt. The very first re- 
sult of the adoption of the uniform 
text-book system will be to save the 
people of Georgia many thousands of 
dollars every year in the amount paid 
for school] books. 

The school book commission, of 
which Governor Terrell is the head, 
is eomposed of men whose reputation 
for character, honesty and integrity is 
everywhere recognized. It would have 
been impossible to have chosen a com- 
mission of men of higher standing 
than those constituting this commis- 
sion. There is not a one ofthem who 
is not bomb proof against any effort 
to influence by any improper method 
—whether by friendship, persuaSion, 
insistence or even by the more direct 
approach, which, fortunately, is not so 
common in Georgia is in other states. 

The people have the fullest confi- 
dence in every member of the school 
book commission, and the work of 
that commission in saving the people 
so largely in the cost of their school 
books is the best testimonial that 
could be asked of the fairness and the 
ability with which the members of the 
commission have applied themselves 
to the task assigned them. 


The Government’s Cotton Statistics. 

The Constitution heartily agrees 
with the esteemed Houston Post that 
it is high time to stop the discredit- 
able criticisms and _ insinuations 
against the department of agriculture 
in cotton exchange circles. The sta- 
tistics of the cotton crop gathered by 
the careful agents of the department 
may not be _ infallible—indeed, they 
could not in the .yery nature of the 
case more than approximate correct- 
ness—but there is every reason to be- 
lieve they are honestly compiled and 
that such a thing as a premature 
“leak” of information for the guidance 
of speculators ig impossible. 

It is well that Secretary Wilson had 
one of the doubting Thomases of the 
New York cotton exchange serve on 
his statistical staff to demonstrate 
to his practical mind the impossibility 
of a final result being known, even to 
the chief statistician, until the last 
moment for making public the report, 
It is said the New Yorker, whose pro- 
clivities on ’change were bearish, left 
Washington entirely satisfied with the 
absolute secrecy and honesty of the 
system, so far as the likelihood of of- 
ficial “tips” are concerned. 

Whatever may be the faith of spec- 
ulators or the country in the accuracy 
of the government’s cotton statistics 
or its method ef gathering and compil- 
ing them, we should hear no more 
flings impugning the department’s 
probity and disinterestedness. And 
while we are on the subject, we no 
more believe the department is biased 
in favor of tae producer and colors its 
reports accordingly, than we believe 
it is giving out secret information to 
friends speculatively interested in the 
market. The bureau of statistics is a 
most valuable adjunct to the depart- 
ment and deserves to beupheld. Such 
defects as it may possess are being 
improved from year to year, and as at 
present organized it is in a very con- 
siderable degree successful. Let us 
not “knock”’ it.

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The Title to the Isle of Pines. 
A case of unusual interest pending 
before the United States supreme 
court is that brought by American 
cigar importers who seek to recover 
the duty paid by them on cigars im- 
ported from the Isle of Pines since the 
ratification of the treaty of Paris, 
which instrument is supposed to have 
transferred the title to the little 
Cuban island from Spain to the United 
States. The island lies sixty miles to 
the south of the Cuban coast and un- 
der the rule of nations is not strictly 
a geographical part of Cuba. When 
we formally received the Philippines, 
Porto Rico and Guam at the hands of 
Spain, the Isle of Pines was tacitly in- 
cluded in the transfer, to the dissatis- 
faction, it is needless to say, of the 
new Cuban republic. Itis the purpose 
of the United States government, 
through a treaty pending in the sen- 
ate, to formally relinquish the Amer- 
ican claim to the island as an act of 
comity toward the Cuban republic. 

The case of the cigar importers be- 
fore the supreme court is interesting 
in a double sense.’ In passing upon 
the legality of the duties imposed the 
status of the island as a possession of 
the United States will necessarily be 
definitely fixed, and if the island is 
indeed a part of the United States 
territory, the point of its cession to 
Cuba without the consent of both 
branches of congress will inevitably 
be raised. If we own the island, in 
other words, will the senate of the 
United States have authority to alien- 
ate its title without the concurrence 
of the house of representatives? 

Doubtless the American settlers on 
the Isle of Pines, who constitute no 
mean numerical factor of its popula- 
tion, and who in the few short years 
of their settlement have given it a 
larger share of genuine progress than 
it has known in all the years since the 
Spanish discovery, will rejoice in the 
delay of the transfer of the island to 
Cuba, which the suit of the cigar im- 


porters may entail, Naturally the 


senate will prefer to await the su- 
preme court’s determinate action be 
fore ratifying a oy: = of doubtful 
validity, and if the decision of the 
court is such as to confirm the title of 
the United States in the island, it is 
not so certain that both houses of 
congress will consent to give the 
island up, especially as it is already 
colonized by American citizens anx- 
ious to live under the sovereignty of 
their own country.

ic advantage to American interests on 
the isthmus of Panama. 
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American Radium. 

The announcement authoritatively 
made from the laboratory of Prince- 
ton university that radium has been 
successfully extracted from ‘American 
ore is an event of no small moment in 
this age of revolutionary discoveries. 
The wonderful influences of the as 
yet almost supernaturally mysterious 
mineral agency known as radium 
have been startlingly disclosed by 
scientists of late, many remarkable 
experiments having been made with 
the infinitely precious substance 
since its discovery by Madame Curie, 
Wife of the French chemist, but a 
short time ago. 


The ore which Professors W. F. 
Magie and A. H. Phillips, of Prince- 
ton, assayed with the result that it 
was found to be rich in radium, was 
sent for the purpose from Utah, A 
superficial examination with the elec- 
troscope revealed the presence of un~ 
doubted radio activity in the quartz, 
and the experiment of extracting 
therefrom the radium itself was begun 
with absorbing interest. But we. will 
let Professor Phillips tell his own 
story of the important results: 

The specimen was between twenty-five 
and fifty pounds in weight. It was not 
the pitchblende used by the Curies in 
the manufacture of the French radium, 
It was carnotite, an ore of a canary 
color, containing, as I found after ex- 
perimenting with it, oxide or uranium 
and vanadium combined with other ox- 
ides that produce radium. ® 

In extracting the radium-I used the 
Curie method, which I took from their 
paper, and I claim no credit for having 
discovered new means of extraction. 

AS a result of this first extraction of 
American radium arrangements have 
been made by certain persons in Buffalo 
who own several mines of carnotite tc 
manufacture that radio-active agent on 
a-large scale; and, in my opinion, it will 
soon be so plentiful that it will easily 
be within the reach of all branches of 
science. The increased production will 
naturally decrease its cost and there 
need be no fear of exhausting the Amer- 
ican source of supply, for I am informed 
it is practically limitless. 


When I received the carnotite ore, 
about a year ago, I immediately began 
experimenting with it. My experiments 
lasted two months before I was satisfie¢ 
with the results. Then I handed to Pro- 
Tessor Magie the tube containing the 
radium, and he .made what I believe tc 
be the first photograph negative ever 
made of American radium, extracted 
from American ore. There isn’t the 
slightest doubt but American radium can 
be made as strong as the Curie product 
and equally available for all scientific 
purposes. 

If all that is told and predicted of 
radium is true, it is almost the mag- 
ical human renovator Ponce de Leon 
was looking for in the shape of a 
spring. Its uses in medicine promise 
to be manifold and revolutionary, 
while in commerce and the arts it is 
believed to possess properties that 
will make a tremendous demand for 
it, if ever the price of the fabulously 
expensive commodity can be brought 
within practical reach. At present, 
We believe, the market quotation of 
French radium is $700,000 per ounce. 

In view of the value and known ex- 
istence of radium in crude ores, it is 
easy to foresee a new element of 
profit in mining operations the world 
over. Who knows but what the, mil- 
lionaire mining kings of our own west 
will speedily become Dillionaires 
through the new precious substance 
whose existence in the quartz sent to 
the smelter had never been dreamed 
of—indeed, whose existence would 
have excited no special interest but 


for the wonderful discoveries of the | 


Curies. 

In all probability the development 
of radium deposits will now become a 
feverish and profitable industry, and 
it is not likely that the present fab- 
ulous price will be long maintained, 
let there once be a tangible output. 
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Germany’s Colonization Troubles. 


There promises to be a repetition 
of England’s Zulu and Hottemtot ex- 
periences in the case of GePmany in 
southwest Africa. The Hererog tribes- 
men, who have risen in savage revolt 
against the colonial government, are 
described as typical African warriors, 
crafty and brave on the warpath and 
favored by force of numbers and their 
knowledge of the jungle. Already the 
uprising has resulted in many attacks 
upon the German colonists, the nature 
of which is, similar to our own old- 
time Indian raids. German settlers 
have been murdered by the score, 
their houses and barns burned and 
their stock driven away. 

The reichstag has actet upon the 
imperial chancellor’s appeal for guffi- 
cient reinforcements to enable the 
comparatively small German force in 
the African colony to punish the insur- 
gent tribesmen, but necessarily some 
weeks must elapse before the troops 
from the fatherland can reach the 
scene of action. In the meantime the 
colonists have flocked to the towns, 
several of which are\threatened with 
a state of siege. 

It would not be surprising if Ger- 
many’s capacity to subdue a savage 
uprising in her African possessions 
will be put to the severest kind of a 
test between now and spring.

The effort to smirch the school book 
commission made by some of those who 
were disappointed in the selection of 
boaks for the public schools, does not 
appeal strongly to the average Geor- 
gian. ‘That the commission, operating 
under the law, has selected g0Ood books 
at a greatly reduced cost—saving thou- 
sands of dollars tog the people of the 
State—is well established and not denied. 
That they selected these books because 
of improper and immoral influences 
very few people will believe, at least un- 
til better proof is forthcoming. 

The main charge is that “it is ru- 
mored’’ that Governor Terrell and State 
Schoo] Commissioner Merritt accepted a 
bonus in cash from one of the pwblish- 
ing houses (a portion of whose books 
are a part of those selected) to be ured 
in prosecuting their campaigns for the 
nomination in 1902. No one has as Yet 
come forward and declared any per- 
sonal or actual knowledgé of this al- 
leged fact. It does not seem to occur to 
those who are handing the ‘rumor’ 
around that in 1902 there was no law 
creating a uniform schoo] book system, 
or school book commission, or that 
thera was*‘any prospect of either. It 
is true that Hon. W. S. West, of 
Lowndes, had for fifteen years been re- 
introducing his bill to create a uniform 
school book system, but in 1902 he seem- 
ed to be no nearer a guccessful issue 
than at any previous time. In fact, he 
had dropped out of the legislature for 
one term, and returned in the fall of 
1902, to reintroduce his bill at the same 
time that Messrs. Terrel] and Merritt 
were elected. During the campaign for 
election by the governor and by the state 
schoo] commissioner, no school book con. 
cern could have foreseen either Mr. 
West's success in his own campaign for 
a geat in the house (if, in fact, they 
knew at all that he was a candidate in 
the county of Lowndes), or his success 
in getting the bill through. Our impres- 
sion is that most, if not all, of those 
book concerns were opposed to Mr. 
West's bill. Some of them we know 
fought it from start to finish. 

The individual members of the book 
commission are well known in Georgia. 
If such men are not above suspicion, 
where shall we find men that will do 
to trust? : 

The main assault seems to be made 
upon Mr. Merritt, probably because he 
is & young man and not so long known 
in connection with pwblic affairs as 
some of the older members of the com- 
mission. He has not been known as a 
politician for the good reason that his 
life has been devoted to the education 
of the youth of the state, and not to 
politics. His successful race for, state 
school commissioner was due to his 
success in this fleld, and not to any 
boodle or political pull. He has been 
long and well known to The Telegraph, 
and we do not hesitate to declare that 
no cleaner man occupies official sta- 
tion in Georgia. We would not say this 
if we did not know it.

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GEORGIA PASSES UP BOTH 
BRYAN AND CLEVELAND 


Neither of Former Leaders Seriously Considered by 
, Democracy of Georgia---Gorman and 
Canal---Parker Strongly Backed. 


The diews of the special correspondent 
of The Brooklyn Eagle, derived from a 
personal examination of political cond!- 
tions in Georgia, is told in the following 
letter, which appears simultaneously tnais 
morning from‘\N. O. Fanning, in The 
Eagle. He says in part: 

(From Staff Correspondent of The Eagle.) 

Atlanta, Ga., January 29.—(Special.)— 
In Georgia there are no longer Bryan 
issues. Of the reunited Georgia leac- 
ers of prominence, who figured on both 
sides of the old Bryan controversy, the 
most important are National Committee- 
man Clark Howell, editor of The Atlanta 
Constitution; James R,. Gray, editor of 
The Atlanta Journal; Governor’ J, M. 
Terrell, United States Senators Bacon ana 
Clay, J. H. Estill, editor of The Savan- 
nah News; Charles R. Pendleton, editor 
of The Macon Telegraph; H. H. Caba- 
niss, of The Augusta Chronicle, and P. 
A. Stovall, editor of The Savannah Pres». 
Around these men are grouped the busi- 
ness leaders of this most progressive and 
enterprising and stable southern state, 
who want the dominant political organi- 
zation to represent. correctly its material 
interests in national politics, 

Georgia's cities and towns are substan 
tial and progressive. The atmosphere 
of its political, commerciai and social 
life is essentially conservative. It is 
therefore not remarkable that Georgia, 
after eight years of unswerving loyalty 
to Mr. Bryan and fidelity to the demo- 
cratic organization, stands ‘ready to join 
with the east for the rehabilitation of 
the party. 

Cleveland Out of It. 

Georgia has accepted the decision of 
Mr. Cleveland. If the ex-president had 
not written his letter of self-el‘mination, 
his followers in this state would prob- 
ably have carried on a vigorous cam- 
paign for his indorsement. Many of them 
have said today that they-have dismiss- 
ed hig candidacy from their minds, but 
the tenacity of their preference shows 
itself in many ways. Some of them say 


that no other candidate could be so sure 
of carrying the doubtful northern states. 
Others regret that personal considerations 
and considerations of party expediency 
remove from the situation, the candidate 
who would profit most by the anticipa.ed 
republican defection from Mr. Roosevelt. 
There is not here the faith of Some ol 
the more northerly democratic leaders, 
that the waye of conservatism will grow 
etrong enough to nominate Mr. Cleve 
land against his will and elect him. It 
is apparent, however, that the Georgia 
Cleveland men are going about the choice 
of a substitte for their favorite with very 
little relish for the job. 
Bryan’s Declination. 

Georgia has also accepted Mr. Bryan 
at his word. It has ynaffectedly ac- 
knowledged its pleasure in his attitude 
toward a renomination, and it believes 
that he will make the best of the situa- 
tion if it requires the extinction of his 
favorita theories. The Georgia demo- 
crats take’ it for granted that the na- 
tional convention at St. Louis will not 
reaffirm ihe platform of 1900, adopted ar 
Kansas City. There probably will be no 
democrat in the Georgia delegation who 
could be induced to vote for the reat- 
firmation. The Georgia theory of the 
campaign, like the theories of New York, 
Delaware, Maryland, the Virginias and 
the Carolinas, is that it should demand 
tariff reform, federal regulation of trusts, 
the construction of an interoceanic ca- 
nal and a conservative application of the 
doctrine of expansion. 

The democrats here are disappointed 
that so many of their party have gone 
on record in the senate as opposed to 
the Panama waterway. 

Senator Gorman was, not very long 
ago, a popular candidate for the presi- 
dency with the Georgia politicians. He 
has a noteworthy following here now, 
but Mr. Gorman's most important Geor- 
gia friends have not approved his opposi- 
tion to the isthmian canal. While the 
Maryland leader’s course in the Panama 


dispute has been mildly deprecated by

important democrats elsewhere fn the 
seaboard south, it is openly condemned 
by the strongest men of the Georgia dem- 
ocracy. 

Mr. Howell, who expressed a prefer- 
ence for Mr. Gorman in New York be- 
fore the Panama discussion became acute 
is not now counted among his support- 
ers. It may be that Mr. Howell's influ- 
ence wil] go for Mr. Gorman eventually, 
through the strength of old associaMons 
and friendship, but it is regarded doubt- 
ful by those who have read The Constil- 
tution’s editorials on the canal question. 

Canal discussion has had the most 
marked effect in weakening Senator Gor- 
man in Georgia, but his opponents have 
also used effectively against him hls rec- 
ord on the Wilson tariff bill. His friends 
assert that his attitude In the Wilson 
measure hag been misrepresented, The 
plea for Senator Gorman, always potent 
in the south, that he hag befriended 
southern interests at the expense of his 
presidential availability, hag not entire- 
ly dispelled the Georgla opposition to 
him. A definition of Mr, Gorman’s sta- 
tus in Georgia would not he entirely fair, 
however, without the statement that he 
is recognized as a most earnest and con- 
sistent friend of the south whom open at- 
tacks would undoubtedly strengthen. 
“There are no indications at this time 
that such attacks will be made, On the 
contrary it is said that he has made up 


-his mind not to be qa candidate for the 


nomination. The democratie leaders here 
expect that many delegates from the 
south will go to St. Louis prepared to 
support him, but that he will not allow 
them to cast their"votes for him. 

Chief Judge Parker’s candidacy Ig rec- 
ognized in Georgia as the strongest pow 
before the national democracy. Recently 
the Georgia democrats have been making 
inquiries about him in New York, and the 
wel) informed are satisfied that he can 
carry his hgme state by a large plurall- 
ty. From the statements of the Bryan 
democrats of the south and east it is 
judged that there would be no Bryan de- 
fection with Mr. Parker as the candi- 
date, His acceptability to the Cleveland 
democratg is an advantage urged in his 
favor. The local Cleveland men believe 
that the whole force of tHe Cleveland 
sentiment al} over the country will be be- 
hind the judge's candidacy if he is nom- 
inated, In addition to these advantages 
Judge Parker has powerful friends 
among the Georgia leaders who only 
await a sign from New York to openly 
champion his cause. 

No such sign is likely to come. It !s 
understeod here that the New York situ- 
ation, with Charles B. Murphy inclined 
toward Mr. Cleveland, and Senator Mc- 
Carren supporting Judge Parker, which 
was illumed at Washington when the 
national committee met, is unchanged. 
Southern democrats are not s0 much 
puzzled by the apparent division in New 
York as they would be if It wag any- 
thing but a Tammany King’s county di!- 
vision. They can understand how Mr. 
Murphy might move en St. Louls with a 
candidate like Mr. Cleveland in reserve if 
he had ne home candidate whose claims 
were recognized by the country to be le- 
gitimate; but they do not recognize the 
traditiona] astuteness of Tammany in the 
outside alliance against a New Yerk can- 
didacy of that description, Assuming 
that New York, outside of Tammany, 
wants Judge Parker the south regards 
Tammany’s negligent attitude toward his 
candidacy as a modest little byplay which 
will not in the end prove disadvantage- 
ous to the judge. 

It is understood here, however, that 
New York is not likely to instruct its 
delegation for Judge Parker or for any- 
body else, The Parker men here @re 
not wholly satisfied with that programme, 
but they do not expect it to militate 
against the judge's chances for the nom- 
ination. Whatever real uneasiness is felt 
here by Parker's advocates is based on 
he possibility that the candidacy of Ed- 
itor William R. Hearst may complicate 
the democratic situatfon in New York, or 
that Colonel George B. McClellan, the 
mayor, may nourish ambitions embar- 
rassing to the New York delegation. The 
state of the Hearst boom here encour- 
ages the doubt as to New York’s attitude 
toward him. N. O. F.

There are a large number of the poor 
who can Manage to get along very well 
when the weather is fair, but who find 
themsélves destitute when the blizzard’s 
blasting breath sweeps over the land. 

Chief Ball has detailed Officer Gloer 
to investigate the oalls for immediate 
help and one day’s work resulted in tne 
following cases being reported as worthy 
of help: 

Isaac Tinnes and wife, an aged couple 
of 118 South Pryor street, are.in need 
of help. Tinnes is a cripple. He man- 
ages to earn a scanty living when the 
sun is shining, but since the snow storm 
he is unable to leave his house. ‘The 
couple need fuel and food. 

Mrs. White, 54 Ivy street, is a widow 
with four little children. She is sick in 
bed and the children are without food. 

Mrs. Mary Thomas, of 58 Henry street, 
has a littl boy. She is ill with rheu- 
matiem. There is not a stick of wood 
or a piece of coal or a morsel of food 
in the house. 

Mrs. Hugh McGirk, of «24 King strcet, 
was. without a fire in her house last 
hight. Her husband is sick in the hos- 
pital and she has no-one to help her in 
her distress. 

Mrs. Alice Culbreath and Miss Katie 
Caldwell live together at 445 1-2 Marietta 
etreet. Miss Caldwell ts ill with pneu- 
monia and Mrs. Culbreath is witNout 
work. They are both destitute and great- 
ly in need of help. 

At 445 Marietta street there is a man 
named Hollis who ‘s ill with pneumonia. 
He has a wife and four little children 
who depend upon him for support. The 
family is Aestitute. 

Mrs. Molile Parker lives at 175 Fowler 
street with three l{ttle children. Her 
huSband deserted her several months ago 
and she has tried to support herself and 
children. It was reported to Chief Bak 
yesterday that the family were in needa 
of fuel and had no fire in the house. 
‘Officer Gloer is investigating severa) 
other cases of destitution. Chief Bali 
gays _ there fs no doubt but that the snow 
sto is causing great distress to the 
poor and a charitable pubilec could find 
no hetter time to help the destitute. The 
charity committee of the city counch 
ts doing a great deal to relieve the suffer- 
ing in the city, but since a blizzard has 
etruck the city they find themselves un- 
equal to the demands made upon them.

Local Forecaster Marbury refused to 
take any credit for the weather that 
came to Atlanta yesterday. He ex- 
plained the occurrence by showing on 
the weather map how an unexpected low 
pressure came out of the southwest and 
meeting a couple of ‘“highs,’’ one from 
the northeast and one from the north- 
west, snow followed in the wake of the 
collision. 

The snow belt, according to the reports 
received, was confined to a narrow belt 
some 100 miles in width and 800 miles 
long, stretching from Vicksburg east and 
northeast up to Asheville and Charlotte. 
Atlanta was in the belt, very much in 
it for 7% inches worth, the deepest snow 
recorded in the records of the bureau. 
It marked a day to date time by.

Sanitary Department 
Does Good Work. 


The heaviest snow in the history of 
the Atlanta weather bureau, 7 1-2 inches, 
covered the Gate City of the south in 
a beautiful mantle of white yesterday. 

Wednesday night the entire city went 
to sleep in the tempered clime of Georgia 
only to wake yesterday morning in what 
to all appearances was the midst of a 
Canadian winter. %t was a great trans- 
formation scene and that greatest of 
stage directors, nature, rang in a lot of 
effects that made it the most remarkable 
theatrical production ever given in 
Georgia. 

An easterly wind and a thermometer 
that ranged from 28 to 82 degrees were 
the leading characters in the dramatis 
personae. Between the two they man. 
aged to put quite enough action into this 
“vehicle” of the elements to sustain the 
interest. But it was in the stage »set- 
tings and the work of the chorus that 
the best work in this January drama of 
“*Way Down East’ in Géorgia’”’ was 
done. 

In the chorus were a lot of the prettiest 
girls and the happiest children that ever 
trod the Atlanta stage. The Peachtree 
street scene was one of the best in the 
production. The scene opened with a 
lot of businesS men muffled in their great 
coats standing on corners from the Grand 
opeTa house to Brookwood. They were 
apparentfy tmmovable and dijent as 
statues. The impression that they were 
waiting for trolley cars was perfect. 

Two long lines of trees on either slde 
of the street, the branches loaded with 
snow, the broad leaves of the magnolias 
glistening like wax in the soft light, 
made the original production of the snow 
storm scene in the original company of 
“Way Down East” look like a 10, 20 
and 30 cent production for realism. 


Snow Plow in Operation. 

Finalfy fer® appeared in the further 
end of the perspective a great cloud of 
Swirling, whirling white. On ang on it 
came until the big snow plow of the 
Georgia Railway and Electric Company 
jumped out from and into the whiteness 
with the whirring sound of a saw mill 
in full operation. For contrast, it would 
have made a great companion piece to an 
engine and train jumping out from and 
into the darknesg which happens a hun- 
dred times a night in this great railroad 
center of the south. 

Later the cars started running on snow 
schedule time and the men disappeared. 
Immediately their places were taken by 
a lot of school children, not ghe kind of 
infant prodigies that usually appear on 
the stage, but the real thing. Wow, 
wow, but they did introduce action into 
the preceding quiet. Here and there a 
belated business man started on his way 
down town. These men were very sorry 
that they happened to be late and with 
reasons. Apparently every fence was 
an improvised intrenchment and every 
tree a rampart behind which the enemy 
mobilized with the full strength of the 
command of young Atlanta. 

Then came the storming of the Bastile 
via Peachtree street. The belated busi- 
ness men looked bored and walked very 
straight indeed—the way a man will when 
he feelg a snow ball coming from the 
rear. Just waiting for it to-lodge be- 
tween the collar and the neck is worse, 
if possible, than after it strikes and you 
know that one is all over. 

As for snowmen, they grew up every- 
where like magic. 

The snow was sufficiently soft to pack 
beautifully and the fusillade was heavy 
and accurate. The marksmanship of the 
American troops was more than upheld. 
The engagement closed with everything 
in favor of the enemy and the colutnns 
of belated business men were more than 
once put to rout. 


Sleigh Beils Are Heard. 

Next came the chorus of Peachtree 
street girls and their sisters. The jan- 
gling of sleigh bells was introduced here 
and there for the Incidental music, and 
if there is any more popular air, it 
hasn't been heard here this Season. Cer- 
tainly they never looked prettier than 
wrapped in their winter furs they came 
out and gave a lot of ‘“‘Winter Girl’’ spe- 
clalties that were sufficienfly novel and 
well executed in this sunny south to 
deserve many encores. Now and again, 
they snowballed, but no one was hurt, 
Just ag long as they threw at some par- 
ticular person, nothing was struck unless 
it was some unsuspecting bit of scenery. 
Snowballing on the part of the average 
girl is about as harmless and exciting as 
the shuffling of a deck of cards, and no 
one gets worried. 

Looking down on Atlanta from the of- 


‘fices of the weather bureau was a treat. 


The oldest Atlantan would not have 
recognized his native city. Tier on tier 
of white followed each other across the 
landscape in the direction of old Kenne- 
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ing polar bear in the background. The 
white roofs of the houses of Atlanta be- 
low looked like a lot of gigantic playing 
cards and the entire effect was as if the 
entire pack had been thrown across Ful- 
ton county in the discard. 

This effect was further produced by 
the big skyscrapers looming out of the 
scattered pack like high cards such as 
aces and kings held by the players for 
the opening of a colossal jack pot. The 
frame work of the new Fulton building 
towered above everything, the big der- 
rick and crane on top swinging around 
above the silhouetted skeleton like some 
finger of destiny pointing first this way 
and then that, while the big red gas 
tank resembled some tremendous fire- 
cracker left over from the*Fourth of 
July. Altogether it was a great day for 
‘mere drunken fancies."’ 


Car Tracks Kept Open. 

Despite the fact that the snow of yes- 
terday was the heaviest in the higtory 
of the weather bureau, the street rall- 
way system was handied much better 
than during previous years and by !! 
o’clocq all cars on all lines were operating 
on schedule time. This was the result 
of @ system that has been put in opera- 
tion under the management of the pres- 
ent head of the street railway system of 
the Georgia Railway and Electric Com- 
pany, T. K. Gienn. 

He had at the beginning of the winter 
season issued orders to all employees of 
the street railway system to report for 
orders at the car barn on Edgewood 
avenue as s00n aS snMow commenced fall- 
ing, without regard to the time of day or 
night. He had also issued instructions 
to the twelve inspectors, placing them 
in charge of certain portions of the sys- 
tem. The foremen of the various gangs 
that work upon the roadbed were in- 
structed to report to the inspectors. 

Motormen and @onductors were in- 
structed to be prepared to operate their 
cars day and night on regular schedule 
time during snow storms. 

These irnatructions by Genera] Manager 
Glenn were carried out to the letter. As 
soon as the snow began Superintendent 
Nym Hurt, Assistant Superintendent El- 
mer Simmons and Superintendent of 
Tracks and Construction Will Glenn were 
summoned by telephone and by 2 o’clock 
they were in charge of the work of keep- 
ing the tracks free from snow. 

Cars, men with shovels, snow plows 
and every other appliance of the com- 
pany wags used in keeping the tracks 
clear. The result of these efforts was 
that during the early morning hour pat- 
rons found cars to bring them into the 
city, while by the lunch hour all trolley 
Cars were being operated on sch@dule 
time. 

It was thus principally to the splendid 
work of the employees of the company 
that success was due in the operation 
of the system yesterday. 


Sanitary Department at Work. 

Everything that is possible is being 
done by Chief John Jentzen, of the sani- 
tary lepartment, to free the streets in 
the center of the city from the snow 
and slush. He accomplished much yester- 
day and will continue his work today. 

As soon as the fall of snow ceased 
Chief Jentzen, who was dressed and wait- 
ing for a cessation, put ninety-four men 
with shovels in the center of the city 
with instructions to open passageways as 
soon as possible. The sixty-seven dump 
carts and feurteen two-horse teams of 
the sanitary department—making a to- 
tal of elghty-one—wefe used in carting 
away the snow that was piled up by the 
laborers of the department. 

As a result the more frequented por- 
tions of the center of the city were by 
last night practically free from snow and 
slush. 

Chief Jentzen will keep his men at 
work until every vestige of the snow has 
disappeared. 


Inch an Hour at Toccoa. 
Toccoa, Ga., January 28.—(Special.)~— 
This morning from 5 o'clock to 9 o’clook, 
four hours, 4 inches of snow fell at

State’s Cotton Is Sold. 

Chairman J. 9. Turner, of the state 
prison commission, is very much grati- 
filed over the high price at which the 
state’s cotton sold yesterday. There were 
305 Bales raised on the state prison farm 
this year, and they were sold yesterday 
to George Smith, a Milledgeville buyer, 
at an avefage price of 15% cents per 
pound, This is a total of more than 
$23.600. 

The foregoing figures are in striking 
contrast to those received by the state 
last year for the cotton raised on the 
farm. There were 450 bales raised last 
year, and it was sold at an average price 
of a little more than 9 cents, the total 
amount recelved for the 450 bales te- 
ing about $49,000. The money received 
from the sale of this cotton is turned in- 
to the state treasury. By the ratsing of 
this cotton annually the prison farm 
more than pays for the expense of op- 
erating it.

TO DR. GREEN 


He Will Continue as Agent 
of the Peabody 
Fund, 


Washington, January 28—A notable 
body of representative men attended a 
Special meeting today of the trustees of 
the Peabody educational fund. The trus- 
tees present were J. Plerpont Morgan, 
New York; Samuel] A. Green, Massachu- 
setts; Chief Justice Fuller, United States 
Supreme court; Daniel C. Gilman, presi- 
dent of the Carnegie institute; Richard 
Olney, of Massachusetts, former secretary 
of state; Bishop Doane, Albany, N. Y.; 
Mcrris K. Jessup, New York: James D. 
Porter, Tennessee: William A. Courtenay, 
Scuth Carolina; Henderson M. Somerville, 
Alabama; Senator Wetmore, Rhode Is- 
land; Senator Hoar, Massachusetts, and 
Charles E. Fenner, Louisiana. 

The meeting was held behind closed 
doors. One of the main subjects of dis 
cussion was the report of a committee 
appointed at a previous meeting to con- 
sider the question of nominating a general 
agent with authority to act in matters 
now entirely reserved to the trustees. It 
was announced after the session closed 
that full consideration had been given to 


the question of a genera] agent tio suc- 
ceed Dr. Samuel A. Green and to the 
proposed enlargement and maintenance 
of the Peabody normal college, at Nash- 
ville, but that it was concluded to post- 
pone action in both matters untill the 
meeting of the trustees, to be held in 
New York next October.

CITY'S RIGHTS 
TO BE LEARNED 


Proposed Alabama Street Ex- 
tension Will Be Discussed 
Tomorrow. 


For the purpose of considering the ex- 
tension of Alabama street from its pfres- 
ent west end across the railroad yards, 
council’s committee On manufacturers, 
statistics, freight rates and transporta- 
tion, of which Alderman J. G. Woodward 
is chairman, will meet tomorrow morning 
at I! o'clock in the committee room at 
the clty hall. 

From what members of the committee 
say it appears that about the year 1894 
the municipal] government purchased con- 
siderable property in a direct line from 
the present west of Alabama street to 
a landing on the other side of the present 
railroad yards. The intention at that 
time was to construct a viaduct across 
the yards, thus giving the western por- 
tion of the city another entrance to the 
heart Atlanta. 

Because of a lease the Nashville, Chat- 
tannoga and St. Louis railroad had upon 
a portion of this land, which had been 
purchased from the state, the viaduct 
was not constructed at that time, al- 
though there are gentlemen of Atlanta 
who have intended taking up the question 
of erecting a viaduct as soon asthe pres- 
ent lease upon the property of the West- 
ern and Atlantic road expires. 

Now, it seems, 'a freight depot, and 
other obstructions, have been placed in 
the way of the proposed viaduct. It {is 
for the purpose of considering these mat- 
ters and to determine what the rights 
of the municipality are that the meéting 
of the committee has been called for to- 
morrow morning at I! o’clock.

LAND CONTEST 
AGAIN IN COURT 


Mrs. Ryan Claims Title to 
Property Also Claimed by 
Southern Road. 


Mrs. Daisy E. Ryan has {instituted pro- 
ceedings in the Fulton superior court in 
an effort to establish title to the prop- 
erty at West Fair street and the South- 
ern railway, over which Mrs. Ryan and 
the railroad company are disputing.

Manager Powell has still 
a half a team to announce, Manager 
Stickney, of Montgomery, jis jsawing 
wood amd saying nothing; some few ru- 
mors have been heard from New Or- 
leans, but Chollie Frank is keeping re- 
markably quiet. Gilks, at Shreveport, is 
appeasing the Shreveport fans by giving 
out the number of unsuccessful deals 
which he has tried to make, and has as 
wet announced few new players. At Bir- 
mingham littie has been given to the 
press, Fisher has been exceedingly kind 
in giving names of young players and 
furnishing news for the dead winter

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time. 
Miks Finn is taking his ease. This com- 
pletes the list. 


At present, it seems that Shreveport 
and New Orleans will open with the best 
equipped staff of pitchers. Shreveport 
will have Swann, Hughes, White, Bartley 
and Tevis, a good staff, and New Orleans 
has Breitenstein and Wilson signed, with 
Brown and Adams in sight. Powell has a 
good staff of possibilities. 


Howard Camnitz, formerly of the Cot- 


) ton States League, and now the prop- 


erty of Pittsburg, has signed up with the 
latter team, and will be with them until 
he has been released or makes good. 


The Savannah papers are now discuss- 
ing the possibility of the new racing cir- 
cuit, which see-ns to exist largely in the 
mind of Promoter Falk. The circuit, as 
proposed, would include Atlanta, Macon, 
Savannah, Jacksonville, Charleston and 
Richmond. While the people of this city 
would probably Iike to be inchuded, the 
formation of the circuit and the holding 
of six weeks of racing here is rather 
doubtful. 


The South Atlantic League is now get- 
ting into good condition and should be 
ready to play ball soon. The most of 
the managers have not yet announced 
their players, Macon being the only one 
to give out a full list of men sgned. Con 
Stnouthers, in Augusta, is busily engaged 
in selling season books as a starter for 
his team, and as @ foundation to build 
on. Grim, manager of Columbus, is tn 
Cincinnati, arranging for players. And 
al} the others are busy. 


McGill, recently signed by Manager 
Powell, as one. of his corps of pitchers 
for the coming season, was once upon a 
time a member of the Cincinnati Reds. 


Harry Vaughan has signed his contract 
for this year with Birmingham. He ts 
slated to coach the Avburn baseball team 
this spring. 


An important precedent has been estab- 
lished at the University of Pennsylvania, 
which, if enforced in all the colleges, 
would do much to purify athletics and 
have a widespread influence on all col- 
lege sports. This is a rule passed by 
the faculty athletic committee debarring 
from participation in athletics al) special 
students. If enforced in all colleges it 
would debar about 25 per cent of all ath- 
letes from playing ball. It ts undoubt- 
edly true that many students go to col- 
lege for the purpose of playing ball and 
take special <cvurses because they aro 
much easier than a regular course. This 
rule will probably be debated in other 
colleges and may be adopted. 


Dr. Carl Wiiliams has been reappointed 
head coach for the University of Penn- 
sylvania, despite his failures of last year. 
He will be given full swing and will have 
a chance to prove that the failure of the 
Penn team last year was not his fault. 


The American Association has followed 
the example set by the Southern League 
at its last meeting. The members of the 
association, at its last meeting, signed 
an agreement to continue the life of the 
club, as it stands today, for eight more 
years. 


An important decision for both major 


‘and minor leagues was handed down re- 


cently by the national commission. It 
is as follows: 

The Cleveland American League club 
called the attention of the commission to 
certain legislation enacted by the Nation- 
al Association, at its meeting, held in 
St. Louis last fall. It thought that 
this legislation was Of such a nature as 
to practically annul one of the most im- 
portant features of the national agree- 
ment, and for that reason requested that 
a ruling be made by the commission. 

It called attention to section 6, article 
6, and section 9, article 6, of the nation- 
al agreement; that is to say, to that part 
of these’ sections which refers to the 


disposition of selected players, where the, 


full draft price has not been paid, or 
where the drafted player is released with-) 
in a year after his selection by a major 
league club, and contended that certain 
legislation enacted by the Nationa] Asso- 
clation last fall was in violation of these 
sections in this, that the selected player 
would not revert back to the club from 
which he was drafted, 

The legislation of the National Associa- 
tion, enacted last fall, to which it calls 
attention, was as follows: 

“Section 2. Players drafted by major

league clubs may be drafted by class A 
clubs upon payment to the secretary for 
the benefit of the club from which 6e- 
lection was originally made of one-half 
of the draft price of the class in which 
such club may be embraced, before such 
player can return to the club from which 
he wag drafted.” 

This legislation, in our judgment, is not 
in violation of the national agreement, 
for several reasons: 

(a) It can only apply to players drafted 
by major leagues if the selecting club 
defaults in any payments, and these pay- 
ments are not taken up by some other 
major league club, in which case the 
major league club would lose all title to 
the player;'and, therefore, 

(b) It would not be interested as to 
whether the player went back to the 
club from which he was drafted, or, un- 
der a “working agreement” of the Na- 
tiona] Association, as the above legisia- 
tion is construed to be, the player was 
assigned to some club other than the one 
from which he was drafted. 

The Cleveland club presented still an- 
other proposition, as follows: 

“Suppose that we had a player drafted 
from a class B 1 e whom we decided 
was not yet strong enough for us, and 
suppose that we knew some class A 
league club which had a player whom we 
coulkj use to advantage. Now suppose 
that by the payment of a cash bonus, 
this class A club should be willing to 
give us the player we could use for the 
player we could not use, would it be pos- 
sible for us to make such a ded] under 
the terms of the action taken by the 
minor leagues at St. Louis? We fully 
understand that we cOuld not maka such 
a deal under the terms of the national 


‘@greement.” 


Tre Truling of the commission is that 
the Cleveland elub clearly has the right 
to make such a deal, and to do so under 
the terms of the national agreement. 
When a major league club has once ob- 
tained clear title to a drafted player, he 
does not revert back to the club from 
which he was drafted, either under the 
terms of the national agreement or any 
other club under the legislation above re- 
ferred to, unless he is given his uncondl- 
tional release, and this within the time 
prescribed in section 9, article 6, of the 
agreement, and is not to be considered a 
“released’’ player if he can be sold or 
traded, or used in exchange in any deal 
with any club of either party to the 
agreement. |

The Howell Jones Co.’s Cotton Letter. 


New York; January 28.~In making its 
daily high record today cotton in the 
local market sold well into I6c.

THE BULL CLIQUE 
DESISTERYESTERDAY 


Allowed Prices To Step Back Without 
Measures te Resist. 


NEWS OF BEARISH NATURE 


As a Result Prices Were 1 to 2 
Points Lower When Trading 
Left Off Than They Were 
on the Previous 
Close. 


New Yor, January 28.—The specula- 
tive party which has persistently sup- 
ported stocks through the latter stages 
Of the recent advance desisted today and 
allowed prices to slip back without any 
appareng measures to resist. During the 
morning there was a big order executed 
in Atchison which lifted that stock a 
large fraction over last night, and which 
was attributed to the organized bull par- 
ty for the purpose of supporting the 
market. It was accompanied, however, 
by the rumor that Atchison was soon to 
be listed on the Berlin bourse, and the 
fact that Atchison has a block of $10,- 
000,000 of bonds for salé was supposed 
to furnish a motive for stimulating the 
market for the stock. The movement wag 
ineffective in checking the declining ten- 
dency elsewhere, The rally in the last 
hour was palpably due to covering of 
short contracts vy ‘room professionals, 
and pointed to an inference that the 
day’s selling has been on the short side. 
The bears, however, found it so easy to 
secure stocks that they desisted from 
their. buying and prices sagged again. 
The closing was weak and dull. The 
highly professional character of the mar- 
ket makes it fitting that it should be 
treated from the standpoint of technical 
causes. So fur as actual conditions bear- 
ing On valges were concerned, the most 
influential as the frankly, outspoken 
tone of pessimism in which a leading 
trade review wrote of the outlook for 
iron and steel. “The tonnage is not 
there,’ sayg The Iron Age, ‘‘and the in- 
dustry must simply adjust itself fo the 
prevailing conditions.’’ Futile efforts, it 
was said, were still being made to bring 
the southern iron makers to terms of 
agreement for production and _ selling. 
United States Steel preferred was not il- 
logically the wenkest and most active 
Stock under these circumstances. A 
batch of very unfavorable railroad earn- 
ings for December furnished another re- 
actionary factor, The coalers, of whieh 
several reported today, show the inevi- 
table effect not only of a comparison 
with last year’s abnormally favorable 
conditions in the trade, but of the con- 
tinued growth of operating expenses 
which ig of increasing effect in al] rail- 
road statements. Yet Brie, Ontario and 
Western and Reading, which were the 
conspicuous instances of unfavorable De- 
cember reports, were rather less affected 
than the average of the Mst in the day’s 
selling. Possibilities of future restric- 
tion of money supplies is coming up for 
discussion again owing to the decline in 
the inflow of currency to New York. 
February ! requirements to be considered 
included the payment of a $3,000,000 
Cental Pacific note to the government, 
a deposit of $3,000,000 to retire the 
month’s quota of bank notes for which 
application hag been made and the in- 
crease in trust company § securities to 
comply with tho clearing house require- 
ments for 7% per cent of deposits in 
place of 5 per cent, The reflection im- 
plied by the action of the stock exchange 
authorities in striking from the list the 
securities of an industrial corporation 
on the ground that misrepresentation of 
financial condition was a somewhat de- 
pressing factor. The severe weather in 
the wheat belt was a possible factor as 
well. As a result prices were ! to 2 
points lower when trading left off than 
they were last night.

New York, January 28.—Accounts from 
all sections of the south indicate an av- 
tive demand for spot cotton and at tull 
prices; in .fact, rapid advances do not 
stand in the way of sales.

COTTON FIELDS 
IN WEST AFRICA 


British Government Will En- 
courage Planting of 
Large Areas. 


London, January 28—The duke of Mari- 
borough, under secretary for the colo- 
nies, received a deputation of the Brit- 
ish Cotton Growers’ Aagociation at the 
colonial office today. The deputation was 
much encouraged by the government's at- 
titude. The duke expressed the sympathy 
of the government with the movement to 
Secure an adequate supply of British- 
grown cotton. Large areas will imme- 
diately be planted tn West Africa. The 
association is satisfied that the work 
done is past the experimental stage. 

Detailed plans to restrict gambling in 
cOtton were discussed at a meeting of 
the master cotton spinners at Manchester 
today. The principal propositions were 
to discontinue to buy futures, ete; to 
increase the purchaseg of c. 1. f. (costs, 
{nsurance and freights) cotton and to car- 
ry larger stocks as a protection against 
market fluctuations. An alternative plan 
was to purchase for a stipulated month's 
delivery. The subject was finally referred 
to a special committee. 

It was reported to the meeting that the 
short time movement was progressing 
satisfactorily.

Averill, of O. M. Mitchel post, G. A. R., 
of Atlanta, in which he expresses warm 
approbation of the resolutions relating 
to the death of General John B. Gordon, 
recently adopted by the post, and his 
admiration of General Gordon as a sol- 
dier and a statesman. 

The resolutions adopted by the O. M. 
Mitchel post were recently published in 
The Constitution, and a copy of them 
was sent by the post to Commander tin 
Chief Black. General Black's letter in 
reply is as follows: 

Washington, D. C., January 26, 1904.— 
James P. Averill, Esq., Past Junior Vice 
Commander in Chief, Grand Army of the 
Republic, Atlanta, Ga.—Dear Comrade: 
I have received a copy of the resolutions 
adopted by O. M. Mitchell post, Grand 
Army of the Republic, upon the occasion 
of the death of General John B. Gordon, 
commander in chief United Confederate 
Veterans. 

The sentiment of the resolutiong meets 
my approval in every particular. The 
first greeting, almost, to reach me after 
I had been chosen commander in chief 
of the grand army came from General 
Gordon, and was upon the high fraternal 
lines upon which his Nfe work has been 
laid for many years; so that the resolu- 
tions of your post but echo to him be- 
yond the grave the sentiments of his 
own closing life. To me the death of 
General Gordon was a personal bereave- 
ment, as well as a public loss. All the 
vears of my acquaintance with him had 
been marked by high courtesies. 

The grave has closed upon a shining 
figure, and at its portals we stand un- 
covered.
